Mill Valley Aide Blasts 


County Sales Tax Stand 


Mill Valley City Engineer Al­ 
bert Siemer last night lashed 
out at the county board of su­ 
pervisors for its stand on sales 
tax. 
Siemer cited road tax and 
state gas tax policies in “most 
California counties” in con­ 
trast to Marin’s taxing methods 
to support his stand. 
“I consider it is unmitigated 
gall of the board of supervis­ 
ors to demand a portion of 
your sales tax,” he said. 
Siemer pointed out that the 
county assesses incorporated 
and unincorporated areas alike 
to provide streets in areas such 
as Kent Woodlands, while do­ 
ing “absolutely no work” with 
such funds inside of the cities. 
The county’s refusal to part 
with any of its gas tax monies 
was also attacked by the city 
engineer. The cities receive a 
share for street work based on 
population only. Counties re­ 
ceive an allotment based not 
only on population in unincor­ 
porated areas, but on registra­ 
tion of vehicles in the county 
as a whole, Siemer pointed out. 
“A great many counties rec­ 
ognize that cities should share 
in a portion of gas tax money 
based o n 
city registration;” 
Siemer said. 
Councilman R o b e r t Laug- 
head, former San J o a q u i n 
County resident and still a tax­ 
payer there, cited that county’s 
practice of levying its 25-cent 
(per $100 assessed valuation) 
road tax only in the unincor­ 
porated areas.

Molotov Resigns Russ 
Foreign Affairs Post 


LONDON (A*—Moscow radio 
said tonight that Foreign Minis­ 
ter V. M. Molotov has resigned. 
Dmitry Shepilov is the new 
foreign minister. 
Shepilov has been editor-in- 
chief of the voice of the Com­ 
munist Party of the Soviet Un­ 
ion—the newspaper Pravda— 
since December, 1952. He is 
51. 
Molotov, 66, has given most 
of his life to the Communist 


cause, many of those years car­ 
rying out policies of Stalin, 
now 
being 
down-graded 
by 
those in power. 


The foreign ministry shift 
came on the eve of the arrival 
of President Tito of Yugoslavia 
on a visit to Moscow. Molotov 
was one of the Soviet leaders 
under Stalin w ho at one period 
denounced Tito as a renegade 
from Communism. 


Shepilov was named a secre­ 
tary of the central committee 
of the Communist Party in Feb­ 
ruary at the conclusion of the 
party’s 20th Congress at which 
Nikita Khrushchev denounced 
Stalin. 
Simultaneously Shepilov was 
elected a candidate member of 
the presidum of the central 
committee—the most import­ 
ant group in the Soviet Union. 
Shepilov in 1949 attained 


great authority in inner Com­ 
munist Party circles when he 
became the chief of the prop­ 
aganda and agitation section of 
the party’s central committee. 


Moscow radio said Molotov’s 
resignation had been accepted 
by the Supreme Soviet. 


Molotov was also a first dep­ 
uty premier.

Novato School District Apparently 


Must Give Up Downtown Property 


Novato Unified School Dis­ 
trict’s chances of retaining a 
valuable three acres of down­ 
town property ebbed sharply 
yesterday as Judge Thomas F. 
Keating overruled a demurrer 
of the district attorney acting 
on behalf of the school district. 
The school district is now ex­ 
pected to give up its title to 
the abandoned Grant Avenue 
School property, according to 
Webster Clark, attorney for the 
heirc of Francis DeLong who, 
witn heirs of Joseph B. Sweet- 
ser, claim ownership. The prop­ 
erty is valued in the neighbor­ 
hood of $200,000. 
School trustees may decide 
to fight the ruling at their next 
meeting, but this is considered 
unlikely. 
Ownership of the property, 
at the southeast corner of 
Highway 101 and Grant avenue, 
will be decided by Judge Keat­ 
ing at a trial expected in about 
six months. 
Significance of the school 
district’s loss (“there seems lit­ 
tle doubt that we have lost it,” 
a school district spokesman 
said) was noted by Novato 
Supt. 
William J. J. Smith. 


When the district abandoned 
the school- several years ago 
because of its failure to meet 
Field Act construction stand­ 
ards for earthquakes, Smith 
said, it intended to sell the 
property.

“How can you try thousands of 
cases unless they are traffic?” 
he asked. 
“I am the first to concede 
that Judge Brusatori is a good 
judge,” he continued. “He (Bru­ 
satori) too has conceded that I 
am a good judge.” Pointing out 
that Judge Brusatori’s munici­ 
pal court term runs for two 
more years, Freitas concluded:, 
“I know of only one way to 
keep both Judge Brusatori and 
myself serving you, and that is 
to elect Judge Freitas to the 
Superior Court.” 
During the question period, 
Mrs. Freitas asked Judge Bru­ 
satori to comment on a pub­ 
lished statement in which Bru­ 
satori is quoted as saying, “The 
big Issue is whether the people 
of Marin wish to select their 
own judges or have them ap­ 
pointed in payment of a politi­ 
cal debt.”

Molotov Resigns Russ 
Foreign Affairs Post 


LONDON If)—Moscow radio 
said tonight that Foreign Minis­ 
ter V. M. Molotov has resigned. 
Dmitry Shepilov is the new 
foreign minister. 
Shepilov has been editor-in- 
chief of the voice of the Com­ 
munist Party of the Soviet Un­ 
ion—the newspaper Pravda— 
since December, 1952. He is 
51. 
Molotov, 86, has given moat 
of his life to the Communist 


cause, many of those years car­ 
rying out policies of Stalin, 
now 
being down-graded by 
those in power., 
The foreign ministry shift 
came on the eve of the arrival 
of President Tito of Yugoslavia 
on a visit to Moscow. Molotov 
was one of the Soviet leaders 
under Stalin who at one period 
denounced Tito as a renegade 
from Communism. 


Shepilov was named a secre­ 
tary of the central committee 
of the Communist Party in Feb­ 
ruary at the conclusion of the 
party’s 20th Congress at which 
Nikita Khrushchev denounced 
Stalin. 
Simultaneously Shepilov was 
elected a candidate member of 
the presidum of the central 
committee—the most import­ 
ant group in the Soviet Union, 
Shepilov in 1949 attained 


great authority in inner Com­ 
munist Party circles when he 
became the chief of the prop­ 
aganda and agitation section of 
the party’s central committee. 
Moscow radio said Molotov’s 
resignation had been accepted 
by the Supreme Soviet. 
Molotov was also a first dep­ 
uty premier. The broadcast did 
not indicate if he ha:-? stepped 
down from this post too.

Novato School District Apparently 


Must Give Up Downtown Property 


Novato Unified School. Dis­ 
trict’s chances of retaining a 
valuable three acres of down- 
towif property ebbed sharply 
yesterday as Judge Thomas F. 
Keating overruled, a, demurrer 
of the district attorney acting 
on behalf of the school district. 
The school district is now ex­ 
pected to give up its title to 
the abandoned Grant Avenue 
School property, according to 
Webster Clark, attorney for the 
heirs of Francis DeLong who, 
witn heirs of Joseph B. Sweet- 
ser, claim ownership. The prop­ 
erty is valued in. the neighbor­ 
hood of $200,000. 
School trustees may decide 
to fight the ruling at their next 
meeting, but this is considered 
unlikely. 
Ownership of the property, 
at the southeast corner of 
Highway 101 and Grant avenue, 
will be decided by Judge Keat­ 
ing at a trial expected in about 
six months. 
Significance of the school 
district’s loss (“there seems lit­ 
tle doubt that we have lost it,” 
a. school, district spokesman 
said) was noted by Novato 
Supt. William J. J. Smith. 


When the district abandoned 
the school- several years ago 
because of its failure to meet 
Field Act construction stand­ 
ards for earthquakes, Smith 
said, it intended, to sell the 
property. 
Proceeds would have been 
used to cut down the district’s 
debt to the state, thereby sav­ 
ing the taxpayers some money. 
Since then other suggestions 
have 
been advanced 
which 
would have set aside the area 
for recreation purposes or for 
a civic center in the event No­ 
vato incorporates. 
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The Sweetser and DeLong 
heirs are claiming the property 
on the basis of a reversionary 
clause in the original grant, by 
which Francis DeLong and F. 
Joseph. Sweetser in 1.873 deed­ 
ed to the school district that 
portion of the Ranchos de No­ 
vato, de Nicasio and Corte Ma­ 
dera de Novato which they 
owned jointly. 
The property was sold for 
$200 with the agreement that 
it would revert to the original 
owners or their heirs If it were 
to be used for other than school 
purposes. 
Deputy Dist. Atty. E. Warren 
McGuire, 
representing 
th e 
school district, attempted to 
have the case thrown out of 
court, contending that aban­ 
donment did not constitute 
using the property “for other 
than school purposes.” Judge 
Keating’s ruling y e s t e r d a y 
overruled this demurrer. 
A possible battle is now shap­ 
ing up between the DeLong 
and Sweetser heirs. “We may

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
New Superior Judge; There's 
Only One Man For The Job 


In the years that the Independent- 
Journal has been reporting the afffairs 
of Judge N. Charles Brusatori's court 
we have never once heard of anyone— 
juror,attorney or litigant—ivhothought 
the judge’s conduct teas aimed at any- 
thingother than securing justice for all. 
That is especially noteworthy when 
you consider, for instance, how many 
traffic ticket cases he has handled. 
In many jurisdictions, a traffic cita­ 
tion is tantamount to conviction. In all 
too many small courts it is a case of 
“you better plead guilty and pay your 
fine, because if you plead not guilty 
and make it necessary to hold a trial, 
you probably will be found guilty any­ 
how and then you'll really get soaked . ” 
Thank God that has never been the 
case in Charlie Brusatori's court. 
As is invariably the case with out­ 
standing men of any community, Judge 
Brusatori is what might be described as 
an all-around man. That is, his contri­ 
butions to the u>elfare of his communi­ 
ty have not been confined solely to his 
principal field of endeavor, his court­ 
room. 
A couple of years ago, we recall, he 
led the campaign to vote the bond is­ 
sue which enabled the development of 
Albert Field. He has been active in fra­ 
ternal affairs, and in the church. He 
has a family to be proud of. 
Some years ago the late, great Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes of the 
U. S. Supreme Court said: 
“Justice in the minor courts that mil­ 
lions of our people know — 
adminis- 


tered without favoritism by men con­ 
spicuous for wisdom and probity, is the 
best assurance of respect for our institu­ 
tions. The Supreme Court of the United 
States and the courts of appeals will 
take care of themselves. Look after the 
courts of the poor, who stand most in 
need of justice." 
Thus it is that Charlie Brusatori has 
not only served the cause of justice, but 
has performed an equally great service 
by instilling “respect for our institu­ 
tions" among those who come in con­ 
tact with him. 
That is what we said in this space nearly 
three years ago when Justice of the Peace 
Brusatori was a candidate for judge of our 
then new municipal court. 
All that he has done in the meantime 
has served only to strengthen our convic­ 
tions about his high qualifications. And as 
judge of a municipal court, he has accumu­ 
lated considerable additional judicial ex­ 
perience of a somewhat higher order than 
that afforded by his previous service as jus­ 
tice of the peace.

SAN FRANCISCO (W—Dele­

In a message to the opening

Sims yesterday, with his attor­ 
ney, Roy C. Hall of San Fran­ 
cisco. Schwarz is being held in 
county jail in lieu of $20,000 
bail on two felony counts, at­ 
tempted murder and assault 
with intent to commit murder. 
According to p o l i c e , the 
shooting climaxed a feud over 
ownership of family property.

Robert Oppenheimer, dismiss­ 
ed from atomic energy work as 
a security risk. 
“I confess I don’t know who 
Oppenheimer is,” replied Scud­ 
der. “ I'm not interested in one 
individual.” 
Miller declared the federal 
employee is entitled to the 
same protection as all citizens 
—the right to be confronted 
with allegations, the right to 
cross examination and a fair 
and impartial hearing. 
One woman asked Scudder 
about th e “Powell Amend­ 
ment.” 
“What is the Powell Amend­ 
ment?” Scudder Isked. “There 
could be a dozen 
P o w e 111 
Amendments.” 
The questioner referred to I 
an amendment to a pending 
bill on federal aid to education 
which would prohibit allocation 
of funds to school districts 
which do not comply with the 
Supreme Court ruling on de­ 
segregation. 
Scudder replied he is in fa­ 
vor of integration but urged 
patience so that it could be 
worked out gradually. 
Miller declared he is defin­ 
itely in favor of the Powell 
Amendment. 
In discussion of reciprocal 
trade, Scudder said he had 
strongly advocated higher tar­ 
iffs on imported watches, and 
that these tariffs had helped 
revive the American watch in­ 
dustry. He also said he wants 
to protect American fishermen 
from foreign competition. 
Miller declared he too wants 
to defend American fishermen 
and industry. But the watch in­ 
dustry is in the worst shape it 
has ever been in, he said. Scud­ 
der jumped up at this point, 
charging that Miller’s state­ 
ment was false and demanding 
proof. 
Miller said he had talked to 
fishermen who said they real­ 
ize international trade is in­ 
evitable and they would only 
ask for labeling of cans as “im­ 
ported products.” Miller prom­ 
ised he would seek reciprocal 
trade and ask for the “import­ 
ed” label on all foreign canned 
goods.

SAN DIEGO (Æ)—Adlai Stev­ 
enson’s latest exchange with 
Sen. Estes Kefauver centered

Stevenson pictured himself 
as a long-time friend of the 
old folks.

Raps At Kefauver On Pension Issue 


SAN DIEGO W—Adlai Stev­ 
enson’s latest exchange with 
Sen. Estes Kefauver centered 
today on their bid for Cali­ 
fornia's big pension vote in the 
state’s 
presidential 
primary 
next Tuesday. 
Stevenson pictured himself 
as a long-time friend of the 
old folks. Replying to repeated 
criticism by Kefauver, he pro­ 
tested what he termed “con­ 
tinued distortion of facts” on 
the old age pension and other 
issues. 
He said in a statement yes­ 
terday his Tennessee opponent 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination “has apparently de­ 
cided. after five defeats in con­ 
tested primaries that if he can­ 
not win. he will destroy. Just 
why I don’t know.” 
Again, m a San Diego speech 
last night, Stevenson gave a 
quick onceover to Kefauver’s 
last-minute blasts in their fight 
for California’s 68 votes at the 
Democratic national conven­ 
tion. Mostly though, he banged 
away at the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration. 
“I suppose what we are see­ 
ing now is to be expected in 
the home stretch of this cam­ 
paign,” he told more than 1,000 
persons at a political rallv. 
“This is the time, in these final 
days, when, some candidates, as 
they say ‘shoot the works.’ 
“Well, I prefer to do my 
shooting at the Republican ad­ 
ministration,, 
not 
at 
other 
Democrats . . 
Stevenson followed Kefauver 
into this favorite retirement 
spot where the Tennessee sen­ 
ator renewed his attack on 
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Stevenson’s, pension, r e c o r d 
while governor of Illinois. His 
audience far outnumbered the 
estimated 375 total that Ke­ 
fauver drew in two fo.rm.a.1 
appearances yesterday. 
Stevenson said 
there are 
serious injustices in the pres­ 
ent social security program. He 
called for “a decent program, 
'to meet not only the needs and 
the hopes but the rights of our 
15 million senior citizens.” 


Asserting that senior citizens 
are not sharing in the current 
prosperity, he said: 
“It is mighty hard for me, 
frankly, to understand how the 
Eisenhower administration can 
continually boast about the 
prosperity—which, they inherit­ 
ed, by the way—when the fact 
is that the average income of 
couples 65 years of age or old­ 
er in America today is only 
$1,500.” 


Don't Imitate Ike Policy, 


Kefauver Warns Demos 


SAN FRANCISCO W—Sen. 
Estes Kefauver says that if the 
D e m o c r a t s offer only a 
“warmed over or souped up” 
version of President Eisen­ 
hower’s middle-of-the-road pro­ 
gram they won’t win in Novem­ 
ber. 
He told about 700 persons in 
a California desert stop in the 
Navy’s rocket testing area at 
Ridgecrest last night that if the 
Democrats try to ape Eisen­ 
hower’s 
political 
philosophy 
the people will “choose the 
genuine article.” 
Instead, he said the Demo­ 
cratic Party can. make no com­ 
promise with “liberalism,” a 
viewpoint 
expressed 
a 
few 
hours earlier in Los Angeles 
by his chief rival for the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination, 
Adlai E. Stevenson, 
Kefauver gave only lip serv­ 
ice yesterday in an aerial in­ 
vasion of the Antelope and 
Indian Wells valleys of Cali­ 
fornia’s desert to the personal 
attacks he leveled against Stev­ 
enson previously. 
In a tired and somewhat rou­ 
tine sort of way, he told small 
crowds in the jet aircraft man­ 


ufacturing areas of Palmdale 
and Lancaster that when Stev­ 
enson was governor of Illinois 
he had vetoed a bill to increase 
old age pension payments. 
This is a. prime issue in the! 
California primary c o n t e s t 
Tuesday. Stevenson has replied 
several times with some indig­ 
nation that he vetoed the bill 
only because the Illinois Re­ 
publican Legislature refused to 
enact the taxes necessary to 
pay for the increases. 


Aide To Ike 
Predicts Dirty' 
Demo Campaign 


WASHINGTON 3 — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's press secre­ 
tary today predicted the Demo- 
cats will wage a rough, tough 
and dirty campaign this year. 
Press secretary James C. 
Eagerly told a campaign con­ 
ference of National Citizens 
for Eisenhower the Democrats 
have no real Issue and so “they 
are going to throw everything 
at us including the kitchen 
sink.” 
“It’s going to be rough . . . 
it’s going to be dirty and it’s 
going be tough;” said Hagerty, 
who appeared on a panel dis­ 
cussion with two other presi­ 
dential aides, Wilton B. Par­ 
sons and Dr. Gabriel Hauge.

Wouldn't Impose Death 


WASHINGTON TO — Rep 
Hale Boggs (D-La) predicted 
today the House will unani­ 
mously approve his bill next 
week to “throw the book” at 
narcotics smugglers and ped­ 
dlers—without a death penalty. 
Boggs’ bill would impose jail 
sentences up to 40 years and 
forbid paroles or suspended 
sentences for anyone convicted 
of narcotics violations. 
The 
measure would 
also 
nearly 
double the number of agents 
in the Federal Narcotics Bu­ 
reau. 


The Senate yesterday passed 
a similar bill aimed primarily 
at 
stamping out the use of 
heroin. It would permit a jury 
to impose the death sentence 
for conviction, of selling her­ 
oin to a juvenile and for a 
third conviction of selling or 
smuggling heroin to adults. 
Boggs said his bill would 
“throw the book” at peddlers 
of any kind of narcotics.

Argue On 


Civic Center 


Marin’s proposed civic center 
at the Scettrini Ranch at Santa 
Venetia became the main bone 
of contention yesterday among 
southern Marin’s supervisorial 
candidates, 
incumbent 
Vera 
Schultz, 
William 
Rutherford 
and Stephen Balzan. 
They aired their diverging 
views on Kitty Oppenheimer’s 
KTIM Sounding Board pro­ 
gram, which was tape-recorded 
and will be rebroadcast at 
12:30 p.m. Sunday. 
The issue was injected by 
Balzan, the first speaker, in his 
opening discussion. 
“Now that we’ve bought the 
land, let’s keep it for a fair­ 
grounds and recreation but 
let’s don’t move (the county 
courthouse) out of San Rafael,” 
he proposed. 


MEASURES FAILED 
He pointed out that two bal­ 
lot measures that failed in the 
1952 election were proposals to 
purchase acreage for a civic 
center and to construct wing 
additions to the court house. 
He also declared “I don’t 
think we need a county admin­ 
istrator . . . it doesn’t mean 
the tax rate will be lowered 
right away.” 
Rutherford suggested “Why 
not try to feel the public pulse” 
before purchasing the civic 
center site? 
He asked why the first price 
of the site was set at $279,000 
but when the county purchased 
it the price had gone up to 
$426,000. 


REVIEW GOVERNMENT 
As to the county administra­ 
tor, he said, “We should re­ 
view the county government 
. . . we should have had a board 
of freeholders several years 
ago to streamline the govern­ 
ment.” 
Mrs. 
Schultz 
pointed 
out 
that after the vote failed to 
pass the civic center proposal, 
the board of supervisors ap­ 
pointed a citizens committee of 
10 businessmen who investi­ 
gated the m atter s e v e r a l 
m o n t h s , obtaining citizens’ 
feeling in the matter. 
“By 
unanimous 
decision, 
they agreed that it would be 
better to buy acreage than add 
courthouse wings,” she said. 
“The appraisal was for $214,- 
000, but the owners asked 
$237,000 . . . so condemnation 
proceedings were started,” she 
continued. 
“But because of 
error and drawn-out proceed­ 
ings, the owners had offers 
from 
subdividers, 
and now 
asked $372,000.” 


PREFERS ELECTION 
An opinion by Balzan stated 
that 
he 
opposed 
having 
a 
county administrator, “but if 
we must have a county admin­ 
istrator, I would rather see 
candidates’ names go on the 
ballot.” 
“But we needed a county 
administrator,” 
Mrs. 
Schultz 
replied. “We have 36 county 
departments and we need an 
administrator to 
wring 
the 
water out of the proposed 
budgets of the departments . . . 
25 other counties had appoint­ 
ed county administrators.” 
She said the people were not 
adequately informed to vote on 
an administrator and “that’s 
the reason we appointed an ad­ 
ministrator. The other (pro­ 
posal to place it on the ballot) 
was a delaying tactic.” 
“Sometimes it pays 
lay,” remarked Balzan. 
“Like the purchase 
Scettrini Ranch—that’s 
example of how it paid 
Mrs. Schultz shot back. 
Rutherford joined the fracas 
on the civic center when asked 
by Mrs. Schultz, “We paid $850 
an acre for 130 acres. Do you 
think we bilked the public? 
Don’t you think that property 
is worth twice that today?” 
“No, I do not,” opined Ruth­ 
erford. 
“Well,” 
Mrs. 
Schultz 
re­ 
torted 
triumphantly, 
“we’ve 
been offered $6,500 an acre for 
it.” 
“Then I’d suggest you sell 
it,” Rutherford answered. 
“But we didn’t buy it for 
that purpose,” she came back 
exasperatedly. 
Time ran out in the midst of 
the heated debate and Mrs. 
Oppenheimer called a halt.

BOUNDING BOARD 
Board Hopefuls 
Argue On 
Civic Center 


Marin’s proposed civic center 
at the Scettrini Ranch .at Santa 
Venetia became the main bone 
of contention yesterday among 
southern Marin’s supervisorial 
candidates, 
incumbent 
Vera 
Schultz, 
William Rutherford 
and Stephen Balzan. 
They aired their diverging 
views on Kitty Oppenheimer’s 
KTIM Sounding Board 
pro­ 
gram, which was tape-recorded 
and will be rebroadcast at 
1:2:30' p.m. Sunday. 
The issue was injected by 
Balzan, the first speaker, in his 
opening discussion. 
“Now that we’ve bought the 
land, let’s keep it for a fair­ 
grounds and recreation but 
let’s don’t move (the county 
courthouse) out of San Rafael,” 
he proposed. 


MEASURES FAILED 
He pointed out that two bal­ 
lot measures that failed 4n the 
1952 election were proposals to 
purchase acreage for a civic 
center and to construct wing 
additions to the court house. 
He also declared “I don’t 
think we need a county admin­ 
istrator . . . it doesn’t mean 
the tax rate will be lowered 
right away.” 
Rutherford suggested “Why 
not try to feel the public pulse” 
before purchasing the civic 
center site? 
He asked why the first price 
of the site was set at $279,000 
but when the county purchased 
it the price had gone up to 
$426,000. 


REVIEW GOVERNMENT 
As to the county administra­ 
tor, he said, “We should re­ 
view the county government 
. .. we should have had a board 
of freeholders several years 
ago. to streamline the govern­ 
ment.” 
Mrs. 
Schultz 
pointed 
out 
that after the vote failed to 
pass the civic center proposal, 
the board of supervisors ap­ 
pointed a citizens committee of 
10 businessmen who investi­ 
gated the matter s e v e r a l 
m o n t h s , obtaining citizens’ 
feeling in the matter. 
“By 
unanimous 
decision, 
they agreed that it would be 
better to buy acreage than add 
courthouse wings,” she said. 
“The appraisal was for $214,- 
000, but the owners asked 
$237,000' . . , so condemnation, 
proceedings were started,” she 
continued. 
“But because of 
error and drawn-out proceed­ 
ings, the owners had offers 
from 
subdividers, 
and now 
asked $372,000.” 


PREFERS ELECTION 
An opinion by Balzan stated 
that he 
opposed 
having 
a 
county administrator, “but if 
we must have a county admin­ 
istrator, I would rather see 
candidates’ names go on the 
ballot.” 
“But we needed a county 
administrator,” 
Mrs. 
Schultz 
replied. “We have 36 county 
departments and we need an 
administrator 
to wring 
the 
water out of the proposed 
budgets of the departments . . . 
25 other counties had, .appoint­ 
ed county administrators.” 
She said the people were not 
adequately informed to vote on 
an administrator and “that’s 
the reason we appointed an ad­ 
ministrator. The other (pro­ 
posal to place it on the ballot! 
was a delaying tactic.” 
“Sometimes it pays 
lay,” remarked Balzan. 
“Like the purchase 
Scettrini. Ranch—that’s 
example of how it paid 
Mrs. Schultz shot back. 
Rutherford joined the fracas 
on the civic center when asked 
by Mrs. Schultz, “We paid $850 
an acre for 130 acres.

TIPS TO LITTLE LEAGUERS 


Change Of Pace Most 
Effective For Podres 


(Editor s Note: This Is the first in a series of 
articles and drawings showing inside tips on baseball 
for junior baseball players. Through these articles, 
featuring America’s greatest baseball stars, Marin lads 
can learn the correct way to play the national pastime.) 
After seeing him smoke fast balls past such power­ 
ful batters as Hank Bauer and Bob Cerv in the 1955 
World Series, observers were convinced that Johnny 
Podres can fire the ball. But it was his change of pace 
(the professional term for a slow ball) which made his 
fast ball an effective pitch. 
Mickey Mantle proved to Podres that his fast ball 
could be hit when he blasted one into the stands the 
first time he faced the Brooklyn left-hander. Then 
Johnny began to mix up his pitches—throwing fast 
balls and changes, fast and slow curves at the right 
time to keep the Yankee sluggers off balance and 
uncertain about what was coming next—and this mix­ 
ture produced a world championship for his Dodgers. 
When you have learned to control ycur fast ball, 
work on a change of pace. Don’t use it against weak 
hitters because it may be the only ball they can hit, 
but do use it against batters who are pulling your fast 
ball regularly. It may throw them off in their timing. 
But it will work only if the batter thinks you are going 
to throw a fast ball. By choking the ball and loosening 
your grip on it, you can throw it with the same back 
spin and just as hard as your fast ball, but it will not 
travel as fast. It takes a lot of practice to perfect this 
pitch, but Podres showed its value against the Yankees.

TIPS TO UTTLE 


Change Of Pace Most 
Effective For Podres 


(Editor's ^ Note: 'This Is thp first in a series of 
articles and drawings showing inside tips on baseball 
for junior baseball players. Through these articles, 
featuring America’s greatest baseball stars, Marin lads 
can learn the correct way to play the national pastime.) 
After seeing him smoke fast balls past such power­ 
ful batters as Hank Bauer and Bob Cerv in the 1955 
World Series, observers were convinced that Johnny 
Podres can fire the ball. But it was his change of pace 
(the professional term for a slow ball) which made his 
fast ball an effective pitch. 
Mickey Mantle proved to Podres that his fast ball 
could be hit when he blasted one into the stands the 
first time he faced the Brooklyn left-hander. Then 
Johnny began to mix up his pitches—throwing fast 
balls and changes, fast and slow curves at the right 
time to keep the Yankee sluggers off balance and 
uncertain about what was coming next—and this mix­ 
ture produced a world championship for his Dodgers. 
When you have learned to control your fast ball, 
work on a change of pace. Don’t use it against weak 
hitters because it may be the only ball they can hit, 
but do use it against batters who are pulling your fast 
ball regularly. It may throw them off in their timing. 
But it will work only if the batter thinks you are going 
to throw a fast ball. By choking the ball and loosening 
your grip on it, you can throw it with th e same back 
spin and just as hard as your fast ball, but it will not 
travel as fast. It takes a lot of practice to perfect this 
pitch, but Podres showed its value against the Yankees.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
G.O.P. Office Holders 
Deserve Support Of All 


The incumbent Republican office 
holders deserve to win in next Tues­ 
day’s elections. 
We refer to President Eisenhower, 
U.S. 
Senator 
Kuchel, 
Congressman 
Scudder, State Senator McCarthy and 
Assemblyman McCollister. 
Four years ago, when Ike Eisenhower 
first sought the presidency we noted in 
this space that “the Republicans have 
the horses;” that is, the stature of the 
men bearing the G.O.P. label was head 
and shoulders above the opposition. 
Having then been out of power in the 
national government for 16 years, the 
Republicans didn’t have much to cam­ 
paign on in the way of a record of re­ 
cent accomplishments, however. 
Now, after fbur years of Republican 
leadership in Washington, the picture 
has changed. 
We have equally high calibre men 
seeking office. But this time they have 
an enviable record of accomplishments 
which they can be justifiably proud of. 
Let’s look at the Eisenhower-Repub­ 
lican record for a moment: 
The fighting in Korea was ended. 
There is less “hot war” fighting in prog­ 
ress right now than at any time since 
before World War II. 
The post-war inflationary spiral has 
been brought under control. The G.O.P. 
depression forecast by opposition pro­ 
phets of doom never materialized. The 
cost of living has been better stabilized 
than at any time since before World 
War II. Wages are at an all time high; 
employment likewise was never higher. 
There have been some cuts in federal 
taxes and considerable waste and ex­ 
travagance have been eliminated. 
Be­ 
tween January of 1953 and April of 
1955, for instance, 275,000 unneces­ 
sary jobs were eliminated. • 
Social security benefits have been lib­ 
eralized; a federal highway program 
worthy of the name has been launched; 
residential and industrial construction 
has been effectively encouraged. 
We could go on and on, but we think 
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we have made our point. 
Now let’s look at the Republican in­ 
cumbents: 
President Eisenhower has—contrary 
to predictions that he would be the 
prisoner of evil politicians — proved 
himself to be the conscious leader of 
ALL the people, regardless of political 
affiliation, economic status or other dif­ 
ference. 
As we knew he would, Senator Ku­ 
chel has demonstrated the same vigor­ 
ous progressivism-without-radicalism in 
Washington that he was known for pre­ 
viously in high state posts in California. 
Congressman Scudder has carried on 
as our “old faithful” representative in 
the House, never missing a chance to 
strike a blow for the benefit of the peo­ 
ple he represents. 
State Senator McCarthy similarly has 
extended his enviable record in Sacra­ 
mento— to the degree that he is unop­ 
posed for reelection. 
Several years ago in this space we 
voiced the strong opinion that Assem­ 
blyman McCollister had “outlived his 
usefulness” in the State Legislature. 
We have been happy to observe that his 
conduct during his present term now 
ending has been exemplary. The press 
corps in Sacramento probably would 
vote McCollister “the most changed leg­ 
islator” in the capitol, if it were put to 
a vote. 
It has been a good many years since 
the Independent-Journal has felt con­ 
strained to recommend a vote for Mc­ 
Collister. We are happy that of late he 
has so conducted himself as to win back 
our-confidence. It is our pleasure to re­ 
sume our support of him and express 
the hope that his next term will be as 
exemplary as has his most recent past 
one. 
As we said in the beginning, the Re­ 
publican incumbents deserve to win be­ 
cause of their calibre as individuals and 
because of the party’s record of achieve­ 
ments.

The Division of Beaches and 
Parks must adopt a policy of 
putting the parks where the 
people are. Marin County is 
a Sunday recreation spot for 
thousands of Bay Area city 
dwellers. The necessary rec­ 
reation areas cannot be fi­ 
nanced out of local revenues. 
The other editorials of par­ 
ticular interest to us con­ 
cerned the new fence on the 
courthouse grounds. We are 
still awaiting the sheriff’s 
reply to your questions. But 
the fence problem is only the 
beginning of a problem which 
will exist until the city and 
county reach an agreement 
as to the long-range use of 
the courthouse square. What 
is to happen when the coun­ 
ty offices move to the new 
civic center? Will the court­ 
house square cease to be re­ 
garded as an important archi- 
lectura! element and a re­ 
freshing green space in the 
center of San Rafael? Or will 


it be regarded merely as a 
marketable piece of real es­ 
tate. If this latter position is 
taken the results could be 
disastrous to the city. San 
Rafael’s central business dis­ 
trict will have to compete 
with outlying shopping cen­ 
ters on the basis of appear­ 
ance as well as parking con­ 
venience. 
A picture of the courthouse 
square 50 years ago, which 
was published in the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal as part of an 
advertisement 
by

local 
bank, shows what damage 
has already been done. Where 
will it stop? If the value of 
the park area had not been 
widely recognized, the entire 
square would hive been con­ 
verted to a parking lot by 
now.

C O U N T Y ADMINISTRA­ 
TOR: The effectiveness of a 
County Administrator will be 
determined greatly by the 
number that will be required 
to be on his staff as assistants, 
and also by the scope of au­ 
thority given to him by the 
Board of Supervisors. He will 
have no authority over the 
county elective officers, such 
as the Clerk, Assessor, Audi­ 
tor, Recorder, or Tax Collec­ 
tor, and limited authority over 
many of the appointive offi­ 
cers. 
He will be looked upon as 
an efficiency expert; and 
whether this will meet with 
the cooperation of many of 
the county employees remains 
to be seen. If the conception, 
as indicated at a public meet­ 
ing, is that he is to be used 
as an errand boy for the 
Board of Supervisors, none or 
very few of the beneficial re­ 
sults expected will be ob­ 
tained. 


ROAD PLAN: The Master 
Road Plan as originally pro­ 
posed in 1952 and adopted in 
1956 is to be used only as a 
guide. With changing condi­ 
tions in the county, it is sub­ 
ject to many possible changes. 
It is too early to judge the 
best method of implementing 
and financing the plan. 
It is contemplated the pro­ 
posed bond issue for Novem­ 
ber will be In the amount of 
$7,500.000. This is 5 per cent 
of our assessed valuation. The 
amortization and the interest 
on the bonds under this pro­ 
posal will depend 
greatly 
upon the terms on which they 
can be sold at the time, and 
length of the period until 
maturity. It will have to be 
studied as to its feasibility. 
Any bond issue will, of ne­ 
cessity, raise our tax rate. 
On the other hand, it might 
be that some of the funds 
from sales taxes or by state 
aid might be considered. Any 
implementation must depend 
on conditions existing at the 
time tha plan is put into 
force. Hence it would be pre­ 
mature to suggest the best 
method of implementation.

Navy Training 
Center Clears 
Board Hurdle 


Plans for construction of a 
Navy and Marine Corps reserve 
training center on the Marin 
County fairgrounds site cleared 
one of many hurdles Tuesday 
as Marin supervisors indicated 
agreement with the Navy’s re­ 
quirements for such a center. 
Supervisors 
were 
advised 
that the Navy requires five 
acres of land, at $1 a year, on 
a 25-year lease with option for 
25-year renewal, plus a pro­ 
vision that the federal govern­ 
ment would hold title to any 
improvements placed on the 
property. A representative of 
the 12th Naval District out­ 
lined these requirements and 
asked the board for a formal 
resol» ition i n d i c a t i n g the 
board’s intent to make land 
available on these terms. 
The board moved to comply, 
requesting the district attorney 
to draft such, a resolution, in­ 
dicating the county’s interest 
in leasing five acres to the 
Navy with a proviso that facili­ 
ties built thereon (exclusive of 
storerooms, etc.) will be avail­ 
able for use during county 
fairs. 
Presumed adoption of the 
resolution next week will clear 
the way for the 12th Naval 
District to go ahead with plan­ 
ning for the center, and re­ 
quest for its approval by high­ 
er echelons of the Navy, it was 
said. 
Planned for original con­ 
struction is a one-division train­ 
ing center, built according to 
a standard Navy plan which 
allows easy expansion to two- 
division or three-division size, 
The center will probably be 
built of concrete block, it was 
said.
